Two hurricanes were sweeping the Caribbean today. 
One was reported to have killed 150 to 200 at Belize, 


British Honduras, last night and today menaced the south- 
ern part of the Gulf of Mexico. 


The other killed at least one at San Juan, Porto Eico, 


and today was sweeping toward Haiti. 


Shortlj before noon

age and predicting it would

passing over San Juan killed one,

failed to see the ain, although a 
clear view of the tracks in both 
directions is had from the cross- 
ing. He was in the real estate busi- 
ness here. His youngest son Her- 
bert, started the Great Plains 
broadcasting 
station 
at 
North 
Platte. 
Spencer was 57 years old. His 
skull and head 'ere crushed. 


Former Lincoln Realtor. 


Until two years ago Mr. Spencer 
was engaged m the real estate 
business in Lincoln. He was born 
in Walker. la, and had lived in 
Lexington and North Platte. Neb. 
He served as mayor of Lexington 
for two terms and was on the city 
council as treasurer. He became 
one of the directors and treasurer 
of the Fidelity Life Insurance com- 
pany and moved to North Platte, 
where he lived until coming to Lin- 
coln in 1921. 
While living in Lincoln, Mrs. 
Spencer was actively engaged in 
club work, being president of the 
Democratic Women's club, a past 
state president of the P. E. O. and 
state regent of tb D A . R. The 
Spencers formerly lived near Twen- 
ty-fifth and Vine street. 
Mr. Spencer 15 survived by two 
sons. Harold of Omaha and Her- 
bert, who has headquarters in Lin- 
coln: one daughter. Eloise. who is 
a teacher in Youngstown, O.. and 
his wife Luella.

Efforts will be made to get federal 
aid loans for Nebraska fanners liv- 
ing in parts of the s£ate which have 
been most severely affected by the 
drouth, grasshoppers and anthrax. 
Governor Bryan declared Friday. 
He said that his statement Thurs- 
day that Nebraska would be able to 
take care of its own this winter and 
give assistance to the needy in the 
other states merely meant that the 
people of this state are not applic- 
ants for chanty. 
Governor Bryan said that he had 
applied to federal authorities to sta- 
tion a regional agent in Nebraska 
through whom the farmers 
could 
borrow money to buy feed and seed. 
He also declared that he had ap- 
plied to the department of agri- 
culture at Washington to make fed- 
eral funds available for farmers and 
livestock men in drouth territories 
of this state. 
Already In Debt.

plan, according to the executive, is 
that the farmers and livestock men

Decreases are Too Small 


To Make a Change 


In Surplus. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 11—( 


Government experts today foresaw ) 
lower wheat and corn yields than 
in their August estimate but the 
decreases were too small to make 
an appreciable dent in the agricul- 
tural surplus. 


The agriculture department said 


the 1931 probable production of all 
wheat, including the 
775,000,000 


bushels of winter wheat estimated 
on August 1, totals 886.000,000 bush- 
els as compared with the 894.000,000 
bushels forecast on August 1. This 
is 29,000,000 bushels more, however, 
than was harvested in 1930, and is 
64.000,000 bushels above the five- 
year average of production. 


The corn crop was estimated at 


2.715,357,000 bushels, a decline from 
the August forecast of approxi- 
mately 2 per cent. 


The crop reporting board said, 


however, that this was only 45,- 
396,000 bushels less than the ,aver- 
age production of the five years 
from 1925 to 1929 and was 622,000.- 
000 bushels larger than the produc- 
tion of 1930 


Decline in Nebraska. 


The forecast said declines in Iowa, 


Michigan, Nebraska and South Da- 
kota in the period from August 1 
to September 1 ranged from two to 
five bushels per acre. 


On the other hand there were 


increases in prospective yields in 
Ohio. Indiana, Minnesota, Missouri 
and Kansas from one to one and 
a half bushels. 
The forecast said that yields of 


spring wheat were better than was 
expected a month ago in most of 
the states east of the Mississippi 
but that this was offset by disap- 
pointing yields in some of the im- 
portant spring wheat states. 
In the country as a whole, the 


department said, crop yields were 
expected to average about 1 per 
cent below the prospects of a month 
ago but this figure was given as 
9.8 per cent above the yields of last 
year. 
The forecast said that in com- 


parison with the ten-year average 
the low production of corn, spring 
grains and various other crops was 
offset by the good yields of cotton, 
winter wheat and apples,. 


Prospects Improve. 


In most of the eastern and soufli- 


ern states crop prospects have im- 
proved and the yields there are 
expected to be above the average 
but in the northwestern and some 
of the central states, including 
Michigan, 
Illinois 
and 
Kansas

Mrs Nelle Smith, Y. W. C. A sec- 
retary, and Mrs E. W. Rowe, past- 
president of the auxiliary of the 
State 
Medicali association. 
The 


course will be held some time in 
October and will be staged in co- 
operation with a number of Lincoln 
obstetricians.

There will be no charge for tSie 
lectures, which .will be Held at the 
Y. W. C, A,: according to Mrs. 
Smith. The • only requirement 
is 
that women washing to enroll for 
course first register. This may be 
done by callins Mrs. Smith at the 
Y. W C. A. Tne course is in keep- 
ing -with a world-wide awakening to 
the needless fatalities and suffer- 
ing caused every -year because of 
ignorance of proper parental care, 
Mrs. Smith declared. Approximately 
25000 women died in childbirth in 
the United States last year while 
many thousands more suffered per- 
manently impaired health. In com- 
munities where prenatal instruction 
has 
been given, however, suctt 
fatalities have been reduced by 
more than half. 
Mrs. 
Smith urges all 
young 
matrons as -well as expectant moth- 
ers to avail themselves of this op- 
portunitv to receive expert prenatal 
advice -without cost to themselves. 
A number of -women students at the 
university who are interested in case 
work are also exoeced to enroll for 
liie course 
Fiftv-three 
-women 
reistered for the first series of pre- 
natal lectures sponsored tor the Y. 
W. C A. last spring, and Mrs. Smith 
hopes to double or triole that num- 
ber in the course being prepared for 
this fall. 
The Y. "W. C. A. prenatal clinics 
are a ferv valuable addition to the 
ftealth arid welfare prosn-am being 
carried wit in Lincoln by conurmnitv 
chest agencies, accordinr to L. W 
Home, secretarv of the chest. The 
Y. W. C. A. participates in chest 
funds.

The parents have no cause to 


worry about the character traits of 
such a boy, for they show activity, 
persistence and cours/re.

whereby one group of county of- 
ficials could be eliminated. 


Sorensen declares "In my opinion 


it will require a legislative act to 
make such a consolidation effective, 
and even the matter of the consoli- 
dation -would necessarily be sub- 
mitted to the electors of both coun- 
ties. The constitution contains the 
following provision: 
" 'Nor shall any county . . . be 


added to an adjoining county with- 
out submitting the question to the 
qualified electors of each county 
voting thereon.'

NEBRASKA SHOULD CAP- 
TURE THESE GANGSTERS! 
This is what happened on a lonely sideroad about 


a half a mile from the main-traveled highway lead- 
ing south from Lincoln Wednesday night: Five Gage 
county people, three men and two women, were halted 
in their automobile, robbed of their valuables, bound, 
and threatened with death by three youthful ban- 
dits, who had fired upon them indiscriminately. 


Among the threats uttered by the bandits was one 


•'.which challenges attention. 


"Let's kill them all and burn them here in the 


ear," was a blood-chilling suggestion which one of 
the trio of desperadoes made to his companions, ac- 
cording to the version related by one of the victims 
of the kidnaping. 


Either the highwayman was amusing himself 


merely with a trifling pleasantry or better judgment 
swayed his associates to turn thumbs down on the 
proposal. In any event the five captives after being 
forced to give up their money and their automobile, 
and after being herded into a cornfeild with a warn- 
ing that if they attempted to summon help they 
would be killed, suffered nothing more serious than 
a bad fright and the monetary loss. But the incident 
deserves attention because it so excellently illustrates 
the brutality and callousness which accompanies law- 
lessness today. 


The criminal of this day is a far more despicable 


and dangerous enemy of society than the footpad 
and the highwayman of pioneer and frontier years. 
The "bad" man of that era was a murderer to be 
sure but he had his sense of chivalry and he did not 
satiate his thirst for blood by shooting down helpless 
and innocent victims. He gave his victim the break 
and he killed only -when it became necessary to take 
life in order to save his own. The thousands of young 
men who have entered the ranks of gangsters in 
recent years have no such compunctions. They kill 
•without reason, seemingly for the barbaric passion 
of seeing- their victims cringe and cower. 


There is one way in which to meet this challenge. 


When young men become so hardened they enjoy 
terrorizing the victims of their lawlessness, they 
should be treated as ruthlessly. It is to be hoped the 
law enforcement agencies of Lincoln, of Lancaster 
county and of the state of Nebraska will pursue the 
trail of the bandit trio who participated in the kid- 
naping episode of last Wednesday night ointil they 
are brought to justice. No Amount of expense is too 
great to bring them to justice. Time and effort should 
not be spared. If it takes a month, or six months, or 
a year to apprehend those three young men, who 
perpetrated the outrage of kidnaping and robbery on 
South Fourteenth street last Wednesday, the police 
forces of the state could not make a better invest- 
ment. 


This gang will leave a track. Every criminal in 


time discards his wariness and his caution and ex- 
poses himself to discovery. And then, when they are 
finally caught, an example should be made of them. 
- They should be given the most severe penalties which 
the law permits. It is to be deeply regretted the state 
of Michigan could not mete out the punishment 


• which the "torch murderers" who killed two young 


girls and two young boys, deserved. Committing them 
to prison hardly met the situation. They should have 
been summarily executed by law. 


If the fiendish practices and threats uncovered in 


the Michigan case are to be copied by other gang- 
sters, the law should meet the challenge with the 
same relentless spirit. Even a gangster, disdaining 
the sanctity of life, remorseless, cold-blooded, cruel, 
•will think twice before he kills a helpless victim -when 
he realizes his act will cost him his own -worthless 
skin. 


Due to the economic condtiions which have pre- 


vailed, the police forces of towns and cities are con- 
fronted -with a serious situation. We may anticipate 
the fall and winter will witness a great deal of crime. 
There can be no compromise -with it. and no sym- 
pathy shown in dealing with it. It must be put down 
swiftly or no human being's life will be safe. 


AN IOWA FARM REVOLT. 


Revolt in the rural regions has shifted from Kan- 


sas, -with her 243.000.000 bushels of wheat, to the 
embattled corn farmers of Iowa. 


The telegraph wire Friday carried the news that 


farmers of fifteen Iowa counties met Thursday 


and demanded a 1-year debt moratorium lor the 
Jmrmcr, repeal of the Hawley-Smoot tariff law. and 
Inclusion of the equalization fee in the farm market- 
ing act At Malcolm, 2,000 farmers lixing in Powe- 
shiek county likewise approved a debt holiday lor 
one year, and called upon Governor Dan Turner to 
Issue a proclamation calling upon the farmers of 
Iowa to -withhold Ihcir com from the market in the 
effort to obtain higher prices. It was proposed the 
crop be •withheld until a price scale _ could be ob- 
tained -which -would bring 60 cents a bushel from 
September 11 to January 1, 3932: €5 cents a bushel 
from January 1 to March I: and 70 cents thereafter. 


The flaming spirit of resentment which has de- 


veloped in the farm homes of Iowa -sill unquestion- 
ably arouse a greater degree of apprehension in 
Washington among the hichcr-ups in the republican 


neighbors repudiating his administration and calling 
for repeal of the one measure which stands out like 
a eore thumb. 


The Iowa program indicates the farmer is begin- 


ning to understand the source of his troubles. He 
has been notoriously weak in the marketing of his 
products. He has worn no man's collar and has 
marketed his produce when he saw fit. The result 
has been that at certain seasons he has glutted the 
market and paid heavily in lower prices for his un- 
willingness to work out a co-operative plan of gradu- 
ally disposing of his grain and his other foodstuffs. 
' Only a short time ago Governor "Bill"' Murray of 
Oklahoma took a hand in the overstocked oil market, 
forced the suspension of operations, and prices for 
crude oil began to advance. 


That made the Iowa farmer sit up. If withholding 


crude oil from the market could bolster up prices, 
why shouldn't a general agreement among farmers 
to retain their corn in the crib have the same result? 
The trouble has been the farmers would not stick 
together. As the largest producer of corn in the na- 
tion, with a crop which represents approximately an 
eleventh of the total production in the nation, a de- 
cision of Iowa farmers to sell no corn until prices 
reached the fixed level, might be productive of some 
results. In any event the situation will be worth 
watching. It has economic as well as political signifi- 
cance. In effect the Iowa farmer has said to the 
eastern industrial sections: "If you can artificially 
stimulate your prices, so can we boost ours." 


SCIENCE AND UNEMPLOYMENT. 


It may be that Henry L. Doherty is just looking 


for publicity, or maybe something has gone to his 
head. In either event he places himself in rather a 
ridiculous light before thinking people in challenging 
the statement of Dr. Roy V. Wright, president of the 
American Society of Mechanical Engineers. 


In an address at Kansas City this week Dr. Wright 


said that "distribution and consumption have been 
thrown out of balance with production" as a result 
of the work of scientists and engineers, • and "it is 
their business now. to apply their science in correct- 
ing the situation of unemployment." Mr. Doherty 
denies that responsibility for the existing situation 
rests upon applied science, and has given $500,000 'to 
be used in research work for the purpose of ascer- 
taining the facts. 


Of course Dr. Wright did not mean that overpro- 


duction through the use of recent inventions and 
processes is entirely responsible for the plight in 
which the world, and particularly the United States, 
finds itself at the present time, but there seems to 
be no gainsaying the fact that this had more to do 
with bringing about the situation than anything else. 
We produced at' top speed until the market was 
glutted and then men and women were thrown out 
of work with no money to buy those things which 
they and their fellow workers had been engaged in 
manufacturing. 


In the long run none but producers or those who 


are indirectly engaged in production can buy, so when 
these are deprived of their incomes, stagnation fol- 
lowed by collapse must ensue. 


Perhaps Dr. Wright is slightly in error in placing 


the entire responsibility for rehabilitation upon' the 
engineer and the scientist, though they must do their 
part. It is the economist and the statesman who 
must have the greater share in this work, however. 
And there is no doubt that the remedy will be found 
in the course of time. When states and individuals 
have extricated themselves from the burden of debt 
imposed upon them by war and inflation, the light 
will begin to appear. 


By then the scientist and the engineer will have 


evolved new means of employment for the millions 
who have been deprived of it through the work of 
these same scientific men. Dr. Wright is right. 


MacDONALD BEARS HIS CROSS. 


These are torturous days for Ramsay MacDonald, 


the British premier, whose Laborite cabinet crashed 
to the rocks, and who now is endeavoring to steer 
the troubled ship of a coalition government. 


But let the reporter describe the drama of that 


first parliamentary session when MacDonald met with 
the legislative branch to explain the purposes of the 
new government. 


It was an epic gathering which took place. There 


was MacDonald, on his one side, Stanley Baldwin, 
the Tory: and on his other Lloyd George, the liberal. 
There was little Philip Snowden. the iron man of the 
exchequer, who chose to follow his chief from out of 
the ranks of the Labor party into the coalition. There 
were MacDonald's former associates, headed by 
Arthur Henderson, coldly hostile, silent, revealing 
fully how deeply they regarded what they felt had 
been their betrayal. 


In an eloquent and highly emotional appeal to his 


former colleagues, the British prime minister en- 
deavored to make plain the circumstances which had 
made it necessary to abandon the .program upon 
which Labor had ridden to power. "It was necessary 
for the government," he said in a burst of emotion, 
but he got no further. From the center of the great 
hall came the finish of the sentence from Arthur 
Henderson, a lifelong worker with MacDonald. "To 
get rid of you," -was the unexpected climax which 
Henderson supplied in his cold, unfeeling voice. 


Something like a sob. burst from MacDonald's lips. 
And then little Philip Snowden reached forward, 


grasped his beloved chief by the coat, and MacDonald 
proceeded with his speech with the greatest effort. 


Heavy is the burden of the man who sits in the 


place of high responsibility today. But this is Ram- 
say MacDonald's darkest hour. Fojr the sake of John 
Bull he invited what unquestionably constituted the 
greatest physical and mental suffering of his life. A 
sensitive man, a devoted idealist, a spiritual leader 
of great power, the condemnation of those he had 
led for so many years is the most painful wound 
which could be inflicted upon him. But the courage 
of the man is sublime and inspiring. He is the big- 
gest statesman Great Britain has produced during 
the present century and possibly during the last 
hundred years. His place in the affections of the 
English people is secure despite the temporary hurts 
of the hour. 


FATHER FLANAGAN'S HOME. 


There are a large number of young men in the 


Middle West who have reason to remember Father 
Flanagan's home with the deepest gratitude. They 
are indebted to it because it furnished them with a 
much more favorable opportunity In life than they 
otherwise would have had. 


Starting fourteen years ago in a small house in 


Omaha, Father Flanagan's home has developed into 
one of America's outstanding juvenile institutions. 
Supported entirely through the generosity and hu- 
manitarian impulses of the people of the Middle West 
it has had a remarkable history.

lar deficit through taxation. 
If Mr. Hoover and Mr. Mellon 
recommend tax revision to congress 
a bitter contest is in prospect. The 
republican Independents, who wield 
the balance of power next session, 
are demanding increased rates on 
the higher incomes and on the es- 
tate or inheritance tax. 
Just now it looks like a three- 


cornered fight. If the democrats 
oppose tax revision unitedly, they 
could almost block in with the aid 
of the republican independents, and 
republican regulars divided on how 
to accomplish the revision.

The purchase price is in accord- 
ance with current quotations of 
September 10, although the protein 
content of the wheat and its loca- 
tion will be considered. 
The farm board said the agree- 


ment was entered into on Septem- 
ber 5, was approved by the Grain 
Stabilization corporation on Sep- 
tember 7, and received final board 
approval today. 
This sale and those to China and 
Brazil bring the amount of stabili- 
zation wheat sold since July 1 to 
47.500,000 bushels. 
The farm board in its announce- 


ment said the three sales repre- 
sented an enlarged use of wheat 
from this country by nations which 
have imported onlv small quanti- 
ties of wheat and flour in the past.

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AT THE CHILDREN'S TABLE 


BY MARY HOPE NORIUS 


Founder, Mothers' Radio Round 


Table Club. 


Perhaps, when 


he comes to the 
table, your child 
deliberately 
re- 


fuses to eat eggs 
— maybe cereal 
—e v e n certain 
vegetables. You 
are amazed and 
finally 
o v e r- 


whelmed to dis- 
cover the resist- 
ance a wee boy 
or girl can dis- 
play 


You decide to 
pay no attention 
But before long 


you coax the child a little 
A bit 


more coaxing results in a smile. 
Maybe daddy promises a penny or 
a nickel—almost anything to get 
the child to eat, for you both have 
visions of an emaciated little son 
or daughter ..or at least a child 
•with rickets' 


There arp crrtain fundamental 


rules that will help any mother or 
father in such a crisis. First and 
foremost, do not make your child 
the chief object of attention-—either 
by cajoling or by scolding. In either 
case, the little five or six-year-old 
occupies the center of the stage 
and how he does love that! There 
is only one other thing he seems 
to like more, and that is approval. 
So when he does eat nicely, give 
him >our generous approval. 


The child learns to feed himself 


better and more quickly if he has 
his own small table, and dishes and 
silver suited to his own hands 
He 
eats without self-consciousness, too 
If hB finishes a meal, he does not 
have to wait for interested grown- 
ups to finish a discussion before he 
may have his dessert, leave the 
table, or ask to be excused. 


But even under Ideal training 


conditions like this, many a small 
child shows a persistent stubborn- 


ness about refusing to eat given 
foods. If this bad habit is allowed 
to continue, it may lead to a very 
cantankerous attitude toward food 
which will make trouble all through 
life. 


While all rewards have their dan- 


ger, the gold star chart method of- 
ten works wonders with small chil- 
dren 
The small boy or girl dearly 


loves to collect things. If you make 
out a simple chart of this kind, be- 
gin by listing every day of the week. 
Give Junior a gold star for eating 
all his breakfast, every bit of his 
breakfast, every bit of his lunch, 
and finishing his supper The gold 
stars can be bought at any station- 
ery store or ten-cent store. If jour 
child is very joung, give him a star 
for each meal. With the older child, 
one star a day is better. 


Never take away a gold star as 


punishment 
Give a gold star eveiv 


time it is earned, no matter what 
vour child s conduct is. Punish him 
in some other way . but never con- 
fiscate a gold star once earned. 


In planning jour child's meals, 


bear in mind that a good breakfast 
is very impoitant 
Fruit, cereal, 


milk and bread—essentials of a good 
breakfast—can be varied by using 
different cereals and selecting dif- 
ferent fruits—especially at this sea- 
son of the year. 


The noon meal should be the 


child s hearty meal. 
The supper 


should be served early, 5 30 or 6 
p m.

Favorite Recipes of Famous Women 


MRS. MARTIN JOHNSON. 


Hunters and campers . . the 


game season isn't so many moons 
away. Hark, then, to words of cook- 
ing and commissary wisdom 
from 


one who knows what she is talking 
about. 


She is Mrs Martin Johnson—that 


diminutive, dainty and very beau- 
tiful little woman who is almost as 
famous for the part she plays in big 
game expeditions as is her husband. 


"On our last safari," Mrs. John- 


son says, "I had five persons—four 
hungry 
men and 
myself—to feed 


during the nine months we were in 
the heart of the African jungle It 
was my job to calculate all the tin- 
ned soups, fruits, 
vegetables and 
meats we would need for each day's 
menus; all the dned yeast to make 
our oread the salt, pepper and sug- 
ar . . everything in fact, that was 
necessary m the food line for rune 
months—and not one thing could be 
forgotten for there would not be a 
phone or a store within reach until 
we came out of the jungle again." 


Mrs. Johnson has her own way of 
packing goods on safari. The Eng- 
lish custom when outfitting explor- 
ers and campers, prescribes set men- 
us for each day and packs in separ- 
ate boxe<- the various^- ingredients 
which will be needed to carry them 
out 


"Now 
I do not proceed m that 
war,'' sajs Mrs Johnson, "because 
my husband doesn't like set menus. 
Sometimes he feels like he w ants one 
thing and sometimes another, so I 
have my chop bo\es packed like 
a regular commissary department— 
all the v egetables and fruits in their 
respective 
boxes, meats in other 
boxes, and so on 
In that way I 
can hand out to my black boy any 
oroduct in the entire collection, and 
Mr. Johnson can have just T'hat he 
fancies." 


First, glance at the above picture, 
and then listen to Mrs. Johnson's 
fresh meat story for the day. 


"Of course, each day I go out to 


get the fresh meat for the camp" 
she says. "In an hour's shooting I 
can get 60 pounds of fine guinea 
hen or partridges in the jungle. And 
let me give as my favorite recipe the 
finest way in the world to cook 
birds ahen you're camping: 


"First I have the birds cleaned, 


but do not take off the feathers 
Then I have my black boy dig a 
big hole in the ground. He also 
makes a paste of clay which I apply 
over each bird and over this I wrap 
a damp cloth. Meantime the boy has 
put live coals down in the hole and 
sprinkled over them some sand or 
earth. 
We put the birds over the 
coals and close the hole with earth 
leaving only the feet of the birds 
sticking up so we can take hold of 
them. 
"I leave guinea hen In this oven 
about five and a half hours, then 
have them taken out 
With the 
breaking of the clay mask, off come 
feathers and skin and you have the 
most beautifully cooked bird and 
it is tleached perfectly, and will all 
juices retained in the meat. They 
are so dehcions that nothing- but 
salt and pepper is needed in the 
wav of seasoning 


"Out there I also go out at dawn 
and shoot sand grouse," Mrs. John- 
son says. "And those we have skin- 
ned, cleaned and wrapped in a piece 
of bacon. Then the boy puts them 
on a stick and grills them over the 
lire. 
With these birds I usually 
serve hot graham muffins, and some 
jam and coffee." 
Mrs, Johnson always takes flour 
that has been prepared with short- 
ening, baking powder and salt. 
"Then all I have to do when I want 
biscuits or pies is to mix the Hour 
with milk or water.'' she savs. 


As a t>arting hint for the women 
of hunting houshelods. Mrs. John- 
son oflers the information that all 
this insistence upon ice cold milk 
or water for pie crust is a silly mis-

/• I have received many letters ask- 
ing how to order when dining in 
a restaurant. 
One today asks... 


"How 
much lunch should I order 


for three intimate friends?" 
I wish I knew whether the writer 


has in mind portions or items 
In 
occasional restaurants, two people 
may have one portion served to 
lihem. But in many restaurants one 
Jhust order a separate portion for 
*ach person 
It is easy to ask vne 


•ftraiter how large the portions are. 
•- If you order in advance, it is quite 
Customary not to order dessert or 
Coffee. When ordering a restaurant 
jneal the head-v alter hands the 
menu to each guest who gives his 
own order at dessert time, and an- 
swers, "Yes," or "No, thank you," 
to the question if he will take cof- 
fee. 
At a lunch or dinner of size, 


3)rawn by James Montgomery Flagg. 
especially one given in E private 
room, the hostess always orders 
both coffee and dessert. 


A second letter— also on the same 


subject— asks . . . "Would it be pos- 
sible for you to give some sugges- 
tions on restaurant menus for peo- 
ple from the small towns who like 
to eat in the big hotels while in 
New York? I am always at a loss 
to know just how to group the or- 
dering from an a la carte menu. I 
Know I am not the only one who 
dislikes to feel the scorn of ttie 
•waiter Would you group the orders 
as they should be given to the 
•waiter In both a table d' hote and 
a la carte dining room?" 
In a table d' hote or American 
plan restaurant, you begin at the 
beginning and order which ever 
dishes you like in each division One 
soup, one fish, one entree, one meat, 
as many vegetables as >ou like, one 
salad and one dessert, coffee and 
cakes. You skip any sections you 
don't care for and order two items 
in another, perhaps That you order 
twice as many items on a table d' 
hote bill of fare 'is not alone be- 
cause the price is the same whether 
you order much or little, but be- 
cause the portions are usually about 
a third of the a la carte portions. 
. In an a la carte restaurant, you 
can order as much as you choose, 
but you need order no more than 
three Items Order a first course of 
frouit or soup. Or else order a fish 
or egg dish. Then for a second 
course order one of the ready-to- 
serve dishes and after that a salad 
or a sweet. Or simply order one of 
the combination dishes — they are 
usually to be found at about the 
center of the menu and they include 
all the special dishes prepared for 
that day, and they are all complete 
In themselves, ssuch as veal cutleet

Remember that sponge and angel 


cakes should be baked in a "cold 
oven," 320 to 340 degrees. And see 
that you have an oven thermometer 
for testing heat for all baking and 
roasting. No one can judge heat 
accurately bj> the "feel." 


The best way to soft-boil eggs is 
to place the eggs in boiling water, 
remove from the fire, cover with a 
lid and allow them to stand for five 
minutes by the clock. The eggs will 
then be thoroughly cooked, light 
and digestible. 


It saves time and confusion—and 


give a pleasant sense of the day 
well begun—to set the breakfast ta- 
ble, after finishing the night dishes, 
as just before retiring. 
Many a 


piece of toast burns, many an egg 
is overcooked during those few mo- 
ments you must otherwise devote to 
table-setting while cooking In the 
morning. 


Do you keep plenty of wax paper 
on the pantry shelf, or in the cabi- 
net just above the refrigerator? Use 
it always to cover cut bread or cake 
butter, fresh meats and fish 
Wrap

it Especially in hot weather it wil:

PLEASING THE MAN

By this time you no doubt have 
found that the meat course of as- 
sorted cold cuts including such items 
as baked ham, tongue, sliced roast 
beef or chicken, makes quite a hole 
in the weekly budget, if indulged 
in frequently. „ 


We have it from several men that 
they are not so particular about al- 
ways having these costly meats 
Some confess now and then a hank- 
ering for old-fashioned lunch ham, 
or bologna of the better tyoe An- 
other man says, rather sheepishly 
"Do you know a thing I 1'fep and 
never get at my house' It's pig's 
foot jelly, that comes in slices " Two 
others, 
racking their brains for 


things- they like in the cold meat de- 
partment, recall a fondness for goose 
liv°r sausage 
"the large kind 
with the little green things in it" 
(the pistachio nuts, we suppose). 


These are all less expensive selec- 
tions than the old standbys we think 
of first. Why not try a different as- 
sortment for a change' 


Another suggestion is the mixed 


fish tray for those who are fond of 
sea food (and it's so good for you 
in summer) 
Buy a jar of big 
shrimp, a jar of crabmeat and one 
of tuna (if serving two or three, 
use half the contents of each), and 
arrange in sections on a lovely chop 
dish, separating the sections with 
small leaves of lettuce in which are 
placed stuffed hard-boiled eggs. In 
the center of the plate set a small 
compot of mayonnaise. 
Next day 
for luncheon you can make a dish 
of sea food au gratm with the fish 
you saved out of the assortment; 
or a delicious fish loaf, or fish chow- 
der, thus dividing the cost of the 
original dish. 
And here is a scheme for the oolo 
meat dinner which calls for only a, 
cupful of diced ham, chicken, tongue 
or whatever is handy as the foun- 
dation for a fine meat salad to 
which you may add cold cooked 
peas-: diced carrots and chopped cel- 
erv. Blend with ma\onnaise and 
serve m a, mound on the chop dish 
eamished with lettuce and sliced to- 
matoes. This i* indeed cold meat 
that costs little and goes a long dis- 
tance.

SAVING WITHOUT SCRIMPING

In our last ar- 


ticle 
suggestions 


were made about 
methods used in 
canning, 
mate- 


rials to be used, 
equipment, filling of the jars, and 
so on. But a few more general 
notes should be added. The keep- 
ing 
qualities of preserved 
and 


canned foods depend greatlv upon 
the way in whichx-they are "packed 
and stored. 


The packing of the jars should 


be done quickly, so that the ma- 
terial as well as the jars may be 
kept as hot as possible As a rule 
the contents of the jar should be 
packed as closely as is possible 
without cruhing the vegetables or 
fruit, for during sterilization 
the 
material shrinks. On the other 
hand, certain vegetables such as 
peas, corn and greens, do not 
shrink but swell and must there- 
fore be packed loosely. 


Before storing preserves, wipe the 
jars carefully and be sure there 
are no leaks; then label them, and 
thev are ready to be put on the 
shelf. It is best to store canned 
goods in a cool, dry place 


You will know that your work of 


preserving has been well done if 
the products measure up to these 
points' The canned material should 
appear sound and the liquid clear. 
There should be no signs of spoil- 
age around the tops of the 'ars 
When jars are opened there should 
be no out-rush of air or spurting 
of liquid, and the odor should be 
characteristic of the product. Any 
off-odor indicates spoilage in some 
degree.

wipe them dry. Cut a slice from 
the stem end nnd remove seeds. 
Cut the peppers into thin strips 
with a pair of sdssprs, or into long 
ribbons, working around and a-ound 
the pepper. Scald well and then 
drop into ice water to crisp them. 
Dram well. Make a syrup, using 
the proportion of one cup sugar to 
two cups vinegar and boil for five 
minutes. Put the peppers into clean 
hoc jars, fill to overflowing with 
the hot syrup and seal. 


To remove soot stains from cloth. 
saturate the spot with ether and 
cover with a cup to prevent evap- 
oration until the ->tain disappears.

tremes. The 
large

who aspires to 
n y m p h - like 
slimness, for ex- 
ample, is likely 
to cut down

the result that, 
along w i t h a 
girlish figure, she acquires a hag- 
gard look and wrinkles. 


Then there is the woman whose 


skin is oily; she may eliminate all 
fats and oils from her meals. The 
oilmess will chsappear from her 
skin, but too often her complexion 
will become dull, lifeless and sallow, 
as a consequence. 


A diet from which all fats and 


oils have been eliminated is advis- 
able only in cases where there are 
tendencies 
to 
certain 
aliments. 


Fresh butter and oil have a very 
definite function in the diet... but- 
ter, because it is an energy food, 
rich in vitamin A; and oil because 
of its lubricating effect. In gener- 
al we do not use enough oil. It 
should have a much larger place 
in the diet of persons who are lead- 
ing a sedentary 
life, and high- 
strung, nervous persons." 


The spoonful of oil which old- 


fashioned mothers still administer 
on occasion to their children would 
be equally beneficial for adults But 
oil is not to be considered merely 
as a lubncator. It as an ingredient 
which gives palatability to many a 
dry dish. 


Oil can be utilized in a hundred 


ways, the commonest of which is 
perhaps French dressing. There are 
many varieties of it, but the sim- 
plest and the one most relished bv 
connoisseurs 
contains merely oil, 


vinegar (or lemon juicei, pepper, 
salt and sometimes a dash of mus- 
tard. The amount of each depends 
on personal taste, but always the 
oil should predominate over the vin- 
egar. This dressing can be used al- 
so •with artichokes, boiled fish and 
asparagus, as a substitute for the 
usual cream sauce. 


Mayonnaise is another concoction 


into which oil enters largely, but 
many have trouble in the making 
of this dressing. If a few drops of 
lemon juice are added to the egg 
yolks after they have been stirred 
thoroughly the mayonnaise will be 
sure to thicken as good mayonnaise 
should. The oil—about a cupful to 
two egg yolks—should then be add- 
ed drop by drop, as more stirring 
goes on. and at the end. add a few 
more drops of lemon juice for the 
tang. 


A delicioos variation cf plain 


mayonnaise is made by adding a 
little beef extract or meat gelatin. 
Another, by poaching: the whites of 
the eggs in a pan of boilin°- water, 
passing them through a sieve. After 
drying them, chop 
parsley and 


greens very finelv, put them in and 
then mix the whole with mayon- 
naise.

strung. nerv ous perso ns.' 
The spoonful of oil which old- 
fashioned m others still adm inister 
on occasion to their children would 
be eq ually beneficial for adults. B ut 
oil is not to be considered merely 
R.S a lubricator. It is an Ingredient 
which giv es palatabllity to m any a 
dry dish. 
Oil can be utilized in a hundred 
ways, the com m onest of which i.s 
perliaps French dres.slng. T here are 
m any v arieties of it, but th e .sim­ 
plest and the one m ost relished bv 
connol.« iseurs 
contains 
m erely oil. 
v inegar <or lemon 
Juice» , 
pepper, 
salt and som etimes a dash of mu.s- 
tard. T he am ount of each depends 
on personal taste, but always the 
oil should predom inate ov er the v in­ 
egar. T his drcs.slng can be used a l­ 
so with artichoke.s, boiled fl.sh and 
asparagus, as a substitute for the 
usual cream .sauce. 
M ayonnaise is ano th er concoction 
Into which oil enter.s largely, but 
m any hav e trouble in the makin'T 
of this dressing. 
If a few drops of 
lemon Juice are added to the egg 
yolks after they hav e been stirred 
thoroughly the mayonnai.se will be 
sure to thicken as good m ayonnaise 
should, 
lir e oil—about a cupful to 
two egg yolk.s—should then be ad d ­ 
ed drop by drop, as more stirring 
goes on, and a t the end, add a few- 
more drops of lemon Juice for the 
tang. 
A delicious 
v ariation 
of 
plain 
m ayonnaise is m ade by adding a 
little beef extract or m eat gelatin. 
A nother, by poaching th e w hites of 
the eggs in a pan of boilin"’ w ater, 
passing them through a siev e.

LONDON, Sept. 11 —(/P) —Philip 


Snowden's emergency taxation meas- 
ures, producing $202,500,000 in ad- 
ditional revenue, went into force to- 
day as the British people from 
Mayfair to Limehouse cinched up 
their belts for the sake- of national 
solvency. 
Cabinet members, school teach- 
ers, policemen and other govern- 
ment employes and the unemployed 
faced with resignation the fact that 
their remuneration would oe sliced 
on October 1 to effect a savings in 
administrative expenses of $350,- 
160,000. The defense services, edu- 
cation and the road fund in 11 con- 
tribute to this figure. 
Of all the drastic changes, dis- 


cussion centered chiefly around the 
measure increasing the tax on in- 
comes to about $125 on $5, or 25 
per cent.

BATTLING FIRE

In this way the dry law enforce- 


ment chief expects to punish Vol- 
stead act violators, who, through 
technical or other means, evade 
criminal prosecution. 


Taxes Now Much Larger. 


Tactics, such as were employed 
years before prohibition 
against 


moonshiners in the Kentucky hills 
by revenue agents, are to be used. 
However, the taxes under the 1926 
revenue act are much larger, and, 
with penalties collections, probably 
will range into the hundreds of 
thousands against some 'big liquor 
operators. 


The tax on a gallon of spirits 


used for beverage purposes now is 
$5.30. Diversion of 20,000 gallons of 
alcohol would result in a tax in 
excess of $100,000. 
In addition, 


state revenue laws on alcohol may 
be imposed, along with the federal 
tax under the prohibition law for 
the manufacture of intoxicating 
liquor. 


Supreme Court Ruling. 


From time to time civil taxes and 
penalties have been imposed by the 
federal government on violators 
under the prohibition act, but the 
decision to resume the practice in 
the form of a somewhat concerted 
drive was reached at the justice 
department, only after prolonged 
discussions. Early this year pre- 
vious orders relative to the prac- 
tice were rescinded pendmj the 
outcome of a case before the United 
States Supreme court. 
The case—United States against 
La France—involving a civil action 
for the collection of taxes, resulted 
in a decision holding that recovery 
of revenue was barred by a previous 
criminal action. Thus, the bureau is 
to take civil action, only where 
criminal action has not been car- 
ried out or where it is not con- 
templated.
